Skidmore Tells
0f Crossing Of
Rubr River

How it feels to cross the Ruhr
River en route to Berlin, against
unknown enemy opposition, is
told in a letter from Pfc. Del
Porte J. Skidmore, 145th Infan-
try, who won the Bronze Star
Medal for his part in the big
task,

When 100 yards from the riv-
er, he wrote, “our artillery start-
ed its barrage, a very beautiful
sight.

“We arrived at the river and
received the order to start mov-
ing for“the other bank. As we
shoved off we could feel the
river's current and knew that
we were in for a bad time. Start-
ed paddling’ as fast as possible
and hit the other: side' with our
artillery landing all around us.
Some of the boats went: down
stream. Men were all up and
down the river bank, wet, and
not knowing what to do—our
morale down to zero. Finally,
we managed to organize and
prepared ‘to move out.

“The “Germans’ were either
scared or could not figure out
our move. The objective was a
mile inland. We moved out on
the double. The artillery played
a very big ‘part in the -attack,
As we moved out we had a 100-
yard path. Outside of that’the
artillery was' landing. As we
neared our objective the artillery
letu ¥

“Our objective was a small
village and as our boys got into
it one could hear hand grenades
popping, and machine guns fir-
ing. Everything came off per-
fect. We were supposed, to have
our. objective’ at 4:30. am. At
4:15 our platoon leader had cof-
fee on the stove, .

“The’ next 24 hours ‘we sweat
it out, a counter attack ‘'which
never "developed.: .Had .the Ger-.
mans counter-attacked with Just
two tanks a lot of the: boys'
would not be here today.

“This may not be very good
but you can gather through im-
agination a little of what hap-
pened.

TORRANGE 7TH WAR LOAN
DRIVE WELL OVER TOP;
FINAL FIGURES REVEAL

Final figures at the close of the Seventh War Loan Drive
in Torrance, July 9, showed that Torrance chalked up a total of
$1,126,770 for the campaign, against a total quota of $850,000,
Hillman R. Lee, Torrance, war finance chairman, sald yesterday.

Thé individual bond purchases . reached $500,456 and  the
xcorporation purchases, $626,770,

Chairman Lee said,

“The War Bond committee
wishes to:extend thanks to each
and every one who worked on
the campaign and to all those

‘who did their part in seeing
that Torrance went over the top
in ‘this’ drive,” Chairman Lee
said. :

Rolling up the huge total of
$814,000,000 in War Bond pur-
chases during the Seventh War
Loan' drive, Southern ' Califarnia
exceeded its over-all quota by
$352,000,000 and established ‘an
all-time high record.

The final figures were an-
nounced by Robert H. Moulton,
chairman of the Treasury War
Finance: committee, wha ex-
pressed gratification at the re-
sults of the, “mighty Seventh'
campaign, which started official-
ly May 14 and ended July 9.

Previous high bond saleg mark
was set in the Sixth War Loan
drive, which resulted in an over-
all total of $5695,000. The T-
centage of over-all quota aftdined
in the Seventh. was 1762 as
against 132 in the Sixth.

As was true of the nation as
a whole, E Bond sales failed by
a moderate amount to meet that
greatly - increased - quota,  but
Moulton - pointed out that the
area’s total sales fo' individuals,
including E's, was $342,000,000,
or 119 per cent of that quota,
compared with $225,000,000 in
the Sixth drive,

Total sales of other than E
bonds' to individuals was $172,-
